| The Slave Trade Transformed. 





It is known that the English government 
sanctions arrangements for importing “ la- 
borers” or “ apprentices” from Africa, for 
employment in the West Tudies. It is un- 
derstood that those “ laborers” come freely, 
being duly hired for service. Nobody has 
clearly stated the process by which each Af- 
rican was to be bargained with; but, in the 
| following proclamation of President Roberts, 
we are somewhat enlightened :—Common- 
wealth. 


“Praclamation. Whereas, Messrs. Hyde, 
Hodge & Co. of London, contractors with 
Her Britannic Majesty’s government, to fur- 
nish laborers from the Afriean coust for the 
West ledies, have sent some of their ships 
to the coast of the republic, offering an ad- 
vance of ten dollers for every person who 
may be induced to emigrate; and, whereas, 
the extinction of the slave trade has left large 
numbers of predial and other laborers in 
the possession of the chiefs and principal 
men of the country—while the offer of ten 
dollars each is nearly equivalent to the 
amount paid for slaves, during the prevalence 
of the slave trade, and which operated main- 
ly in producing and sustuing the wars, by 
| which the country was distracted; and where- 
| as, certain refiactory chiefs are reported to 
have engaged with the agents of said Com- 
pany to furnish a number of laborers, and 
are further known to have in concealment, 
near Cape Mount, a number of the unhappy 
victims of predatory excursions; and where- 
as, complaint bas been made to the govern- 
‘ment that persons are to be sent eff without 
their voluntary cousent, or the consent of 
their natural guardians; therefore to prevent 
the abuses and evils whieh might otherwise 
result from the caterprise ; 

Be it known by this proclamation, to all 
| whom it may concern, that the law regulat- 
ing passports must be strictly observed—that 
vessels carrying or intending to carry away, 
emigrants, must come to this port with their 
emigrants on board, to obtain passports, in 
order thatan opportunity may be presented 
‘to the government to ascertain whether the 
‘emigration be free or coustrained. Every

Extract of a speech delivered by Senator 
Chase, in Peterboro’, N. Y. From the Oneida 
Telegraph. 

“‘ Slavery depends entirely upon the tyranical 
exercise of superior power for its existence.— 
One man possessed of superior power, makes | 
his weaker neighbor a slave by the exercise of 
that power. The weaker neighbor ceases to be 
a slave when he rises above the control of this 
superior power. If one man has not sufficient | 
power to make another his slave, he enters into 
a conspiracy with a number of men to reduce 
the other to slavery, and retain him therein.—

also swears to support the Federal Constitution.

There ought to be some coherence in this log- 
ic, but we can’t get the hang of it. Uow “Ab- 
olition agitation” enhances the prices of Slaves, 
unless by preventing the introduction of a fresh- 
ly-kidnapped supply, we cannot imagine.

‘ean hire far more efficient freemen at $100 to 
$150 a year. Every free laborer taken to 
the South is a fresh nail in the coffin of Slavery.
